Durrell, Gerald M. The overloaded ark. 
Viking. $3.75. September. 


Two young Englishmen, a zoologist and an 
ornithologist. went to the Cameroons to col- 
lect rare fauna for British zoos. Having pene- 
trated the jungle, the two collectors went their 
separate ways, so that this is for the most part 
the record of the author’s entertaining adven- 
tures in hunting down snakes, turtles, shrews, 
mandrills, chimpanzees, and creatures so un- 
usual as to be almost legendary. Capturing 
the animals was a dangerous business that 
the author seems to have taken lighthearted- 
ly, as he did the equally hazardous work of 
keeping the creatures alive and securely 
caged. The author communicates his enthusi- 
asm to his readers, along with his fondness 
for George. the ill-fated baboon, and Sue, the 
orphaned baby chimpanzee. 


Roosevelt, Eleanor (Roosevelt). India and 
the awakening East. Harper, $3. Juy 22. 


As a result of her work with the U.N., the 
author was pleased to be invited to visit 
India so that she could observe for herself the 
economic needs of people whose representa- 
tives repeatedly accused the West of with- 
holding help through indifference to the fate 
of colored peoples. The itinerary was broad- 
ened to include Lebanon, Syria, Jordan, Israel, 
and Pakistan. The author does some straight- 
forward reporting on the conditions observed 
in each country, and on attitudes of citizens 
and officials toward the West and Russia. She 
recommends more rather than less economic 
aid, careful reconsideration of foreign policies, 
and democracy expressed in action rather 
than in words. 


Taylor. Deems. Some enchanted eve- 
nings; the story of Rodgers and Ham- 
merstein. Harper, $3.95. Tentative date 
October 14. 


The music critic traces the careers of Rodgers 
and Hammerstein, separately and toge‘her. 
Richard Rodgers’ background is sketched in, 
and his impressive record of many successes 
and few failures during his collaboration with 
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Lorenz Hart is reviewed. Oscar Hammer- 
stein’s colorful family history is recorded, and 
his own theatrical career described. Finally, 
with enthusiasm, the author tells how Rodgers 
and Hammerstein made thea:rical history with 
the production of the distinctively American 
Oklahoma and its very lucrative successors. 
Analysis of Hammerstein’s lyrics and Rodgers’ 
music is offered in support of the author’s 
high rating of their work.

Brooks, Gwendolyn. Maud Martha. Har- 
per, $2.50. Tentative date September 20. 


Maud Martha is a young colored girl grow- 
ing up on Chicago’s South Side, who yearns 
for no more than the common decencies, but 
who finds her way toward accomplishing them 
blocked in every direction by the restrictions 
of the white race. Her life, as viewed in a 
series of short episodes from childhood to 
motherhood, is an unremitting effort to find 
some kind of status and prestige in an envi- 
ronment which gives her nothing but shabbi- 
ness, second-class citizenship, and the subtler 
forms of race discrimination. Her plight is 
told in prose which has the rhythmic beauty 
of free verse.

Realization of a dream does not bring prim 
Roger Menheniot, English bank clerk, the 
serene security he expected but it jolts him 
into an undreamed of new way of life. As a 
boy Roger learned that even though his father 
was a shoemaker he was a descendant of an 
old Cornish family and on this knowledge 
Roger built his dream of one day owning ‘he 
ancestral Menheniot estate. Unexpected for- 
tune opens the way to ownership and then 
Roger becomes absorbed in the affairs of the 
people of the Cornish village—a brilliantly ec- 
centric nonagenarian minister, a sloven who 
claims right to the Menheniot manor, a wom- 
an of easy virtue stranded in the village, and 
a doctor and his novelist sister—and from 
them learns the importance of people rather 
than things.
